a plurality of discontinuous bonding portions are arranged adjacent the continuous bonding 

line. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): A disposable surgical gown according to elm cSiim 1, wherein 
the bonding line is formed while the sheets are flowing along an assembly line; and 
the width of the bonding line in a direction perpendicular to the flowing direction of the 

sheets is set to 0.1 mm to 15 nun. 

Claim 6 (curr«nUy amended): A disposable surgical gown according to eteimB claim 1, farther 
comprising: 

an auxiliary member, which is provided at an inner upper end of the back body, wherein 
the auxiUary member is folded by an assistant when the gown is worn by a wearer.
